#2  SINGLES  STATE  CHAMP! 

In  the  MACJC  State/NJCAA 
Resnonal  Men's  Tennis  Tournament, 
#2  singles  match  held  at  Jones  Junior 
College,  Brent  Thomas  (originally 
from  Austin,  TX,  now  residing  in 
Brookhaven)  fell  behind  Jones' 
Barkley  Mullins  of  Baton  Rouge,  LA, 
dropping  the  fust  set  6-4,  then 
rallying  to  even  the  match  winning 
the  second  7-5.

Jones  Junior  College  used  an 
ineligible  player  during  several  early 
season  dual  matches  (including  their 
8-1  victory  over  the  Wolves  in  their 
first  meeting) ,  and  had  to  forfeit  5-6 
dual  matches  including  one  to  Co- 
Lin.  Officially  the  team  finished  the 
season  with  a  13-1  record  and 
finished  fourth  in  the  state 
tournament.

Warren,  finishing  their  career 
at  Co-Lin  with  a  29-3  dual 
match  record,  made  two  trips 
to  the  National  Tournament  in 
Tucson.

The  Lady  Wolves  had
